Belleville City Council buys two parcels next door to city hall

The City of Belleville now owns what 
has been called the most valuable parcel 
in the city, the whole corner at Five 
Points all the way to North Liberty Street. 
After a five-minute, closed-door 
session during a special meeting on 
Monday, the council voted unanimously 
to buy 25 E. Huron River Drive and 51 
E. Huron River Drive for back taxes. 
The city has the first right of refusal 
to purchase properties for back taxes, 
followed by the county, and then the state, 
explained City Manager Diana Kollmeyer. 
The motion by Councilman Tom Smith 
was to accept the first right of refusal. 
City Manager Kollmeyer said the city 
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offers the price of back taxes for the 
properties. There were back city taxes 
owed, as well, but she said, the county 
said it would be silly for the city to pay the 
amount owed for its own taxes and then 
the county have to send that money back. 

Kollmeyer said the price of 25 E. Huron 
River Drive, the former Huron River 
Market, is $16,221.60 and 51 E. Huron 
River Drive, a vacant lot at the corner 
of North Liberty Street, is $2,425.76. 

Kollmeyer said back when the proposed 
Kroger development was being planned 
for downtown Belleville, a Kroger 
representative said that the old city hall 
was sitting on the most valuable property 
in town. 

“We’d be foolish not to do this,” said 
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Councilman Tom Fielder, who has often 
commented on how valuable the Five 
Points corner is and how it should be 
sold to a developer and the city offices be 
moved to another location. 

This makes the total city parcel 
even more attractive, Kollmeyer said. 
Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria said the 
$18,647.36 total could be paid out of general 
fund equity, which is about $2 million. 

Kollmeyer said the city was offered two 
other residential parcels in the city for 


back taxes and rejected their purchase. 

City Clerk Sherri Scharf said she wouldn’t 
know how to act with a new building and 
a new office with no raccoons, dead mice, 
or roaches. 

According to the city website, 25 E. Huron 
River Drive has a building constructed 
in 1946. It is 6,415 square feet in size on 
0.192 acres. It has an assessed value of 
$122,500 and a taxable value of $103,316 
and was owned by Dan Isbanie of Wixom.

It also is the primary for Sumpter 
Township’s three seats that were filled by 
appointments. Winners of these positions 
will serve until the 2020 election. 
There are three Democrats running for 
each seat, as well as one Republican for

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Quick storm lashes Belleville area, 
leaves damage in its wake

A severe thunderstorm with hail whipped 
through the tri-community Thursday 
afternoon and was gone in minutes leaving 
the sun shining as emergency crews 
responded to damage reports. 

Just before the storm hit, Belleville, 
Sumpter Township, and Van Buren 
Township sounded their warning sirens 
to alert the public to the fast-approaching 
storm. 

At 1:23 p.m., Sumpter Township police 
sent out a Nixle alert warning of a severe 
thunderstorm approaching from the west 
with 60 mph winds and damaging hail. 
People were warned to take immediate 
cover. 

The storm hit downtown Belleville at 
about 1:30 p.m. with lashing winds, lots of 
rain, and small hailstones. The storm was 
gone in about 14 minutes and then the sun 
came out. A second, smaller storm went 
through a few minutes later. 

And, the dispatch calls started coming 
into the fire departments, including: 

e 1:41 pm. — downed wires arcing, 
Martinsville/Willis area; 

e 1:41 p.m. — tree limb through trailer 
roof, 2 Ash St.’ 

e 1:42 p.m. — tree over roadway in front of 
fire station on Belleville Road, fire fighters 
removed it at once; 

e 1:42 p.m. — tree blocking road at West 
Huron River Drive and Fairview Ct.; 

e 1:44 pm. — house fire at 20400 
Martinsville Rd., no one in home but cats; 

e 1:45 p.m. — large tree blocking Sumpter 
Road north of Bemis; 

e 2 p.m. — wire arcing and burning on 
Ryznar Dr., almost to the end of roadway; 

e 2:01 p.m. — electrical pole on fire at 
44001 Harris Rd.; 

e 2:21 p.m. — tree over roadway at 202 
Aberdeen Ct., cleared by police department 
before fire department got there; 

e 2:30 p.m. — line down, possibly 
communications line, on E. Columbia 
Ave.; 

e 2:30 p.m. — tree or branch down over 
railroad tracks, notify railroad company; 

e 2:36 — wire down at Rawsonville/Bog 
area, along trailers, across street from 
Pinter’s; 

e 2:44 p.m. — arcing transformer in rear of 
daycare, 1000 Savage Rd.; 

e 2:45 p.m. -tree over road in Martinsville/ 
Fret area, a lot of debris on shoulder of 
road; and 

e 3:09 p.m. — branches in road at Sumpter/ 
Hull. 

According to a reading at a weather station 
on Haggerty Road, the storm dropped 1.15 


inches of rain in its first phase. 

About 30,000 electrical customers were 
reported by DTE to have lost electrical 
power in the storm, including 539 on 
W. Huron River Dr. and south, 3,953 on 
Rawsonville Road and west, 72 in Victoria 
Commons, and 31 along Bak Road to 
Bemis. Some power was expected to be 
restored by about 5:30 p.m. Thursday and 
some Friday afternoon. 

More than 1,313 customers from just 
west of Hannan Road in Van Buren 
Township lost power and then the outage 
area stretched into Romulus and Huron 
Township to the east and south. Many areas 
of Sumpter Township were still without 
power on Friday morning. 

A Belleville driver told television news 
that he pulled over when the storm hit 
because of poor visibility. He said he had 
his two dogs in the car and he put his body 
over them in case the hail pounding down 
on his car broke his windshield. He wanted 
to protect them from shattered glass, he 
said. 


Sumpter resident vows 
to work against new 
slaughterhouse on Bemis

“TIl be working against it,” said Denise 
Adkins of Sumpter Township at the July 24 
regular township board meeting, referring 
to the proposed slaughterhouse that was on 
that night’s agenda. 

“I saw it in the paper last week,” she said, 
adding that was the first she knew about it. 
“Tm against it. Whatever steps Dawn tells 
me to take, I’ll do,” she said referring to 
Deputy Clerk Dawn Hadyniak. 

She said the former Pet Resort that is 
being turned into a slaughterhouse is 
within a half mile of her home. 

She said that 9.51-acre parcel isn’t big 
enough and a slaughterhouse needs 50 
acres. 

She said she will be going door to door 
along Bemis, Lohr, and Sully and down 
Davenport Drive, which is behind the 
slaughterhouse. 

“T have horses,” she said. “On a hot day, 
I can smell my horses.” 

“They need a lot more acreage,” Adkins 
said. “We don’t want to be known as a 
Slaughter Town.” 

Earlier in the meeting, an agenda item 
to approve the special exception use 
permit for a slaughterhouse at 50425 
Bemis, as recommended by the planning 
commission, was removed from the agenda

Van Buren Township’s DDA 
Placemaking construction to begin

Construction will begin on the $2 million 
Belleville Road Placemaking Project as 
soon as engineering revisions have been 
approved by Wayne County. 

At the regular meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development 
Authority on July 24, DDA Executive 
Director Susan Ireland reported she spoke 
with the county permitting office on July 
17 and was told it would be another two or 
three weeks. 

The buildings have been removed from 
the site and as soon as all requirements 
have been met, construction will begin on 
the parcels at 10101 and 10151 Belleville 
Road. 

DDA member Victor Delibera asked if 
when the Placemaking project is done, will 
the DDA move its offices there and Ireland 
replied they still will do some things at the 
township hall. 

In other business at the July 24 meeting 
the DDA: 

e Approved the Amended 2018 DDA 
Budget and Proposed 2019 DDA Budget 
as presented and recommended approval to 
the VBT Board of Trustees. The board will 
have budget hearings on Aug. 13 and 14 
and the DDA budget will be presented on 
one of those dates. Ireland said the numbers 
are reasonably conservative. She said with 
some growth in the township the income 
will be a little more. She said the first bond 


payment will be in October, interest only; 

e Heard DDA intern Melissa Kalnasy 
give a report on a splash pad that will 
be installed at Quirk Park next year with 
the approval of the township board. 
She presented information on six other 
splashpads in Michigan, with costs, entry 
fees and passes, including initial costs 
from $300,000 to a $2.5 million project in 
process in West Bloomfield; 

e Learned the 2018 $2 million bond issue 
for the pedestrian bridge went smoothly. 
They went into the market on July 11 with 
an AA rating and sold with an average 
interest rate of 3.6%. The closing was 
scheduled for July 26 at which time the 
funds were to be deposited in the DDA 
Bond Fund; 

e Heard Ireland report that MDOT was 
still expecting work on the Pedestrian Path 
along Belleville Road over I-94 to begin 
on July 30. A November completion is 
expected. She said two pedestrian poles 
were specified to be yellow instead of black 
poles that has become the standard within 
the DDA District. The correction was made 
and they will be ordering them in black, at 
an additional cost of $1,900; and 

e Learned the Belleville Road streetlight 
LED conversion has been completed by 
Corby Energy which installed new roadway 
arms and light fixtures. Ireland said she 
asked Corby if the strobing or pulsating of 
the lights had been fixed and they informed 
her the issue had been resolved.

Two: Now you can understand why 
deputy Karen Armatis pulled the plug on 
the cable access channel.

chief who has been in the department for 40 
years doing what he loves. Chief was just 
out of high school when he joined some of 
his family in the department. There are 20 
to 25 men and women who serve to keep 
us safe. The chief was told by Mr. Morgan 
to get tougher and go by the union contract. 
I was in John’s office when he talked to 
Chief Joe and me. After Joe left the office, 
I’m thinking it was sometime like October 
or November, John then kept asking me 
why Mr. LaPorte comes to his office telling 
John different things. 

So, every day I was in John’s office to 
reassure him that it was going well. I even 
made a point to check with Joe’s officers. 
Then when Joe was off, I would make a 
point to talk daily with Deputy Chief 
Rick Brown. Rick was pleased with the 
command staff and fire fighters. The morale 
was very good with how it was being run. 
There’s always complaining, no matter 
what, but that’s always to be expected. We 
all realize there are some people you will 
never be able to please. 

My phone rings now saying morale is 
as low as never before. There’s no more 
consequence. How do you run a department 
when you have no leverage?

by a unanimous vote and sent back to the 
planning commission for clarification. 

The planning commission motion had 
stated that the applicant had to make the 
necessary changes but did not specify the 
changes. 

The item is expected to be back on the 
planning commission agenda on Aug. 9. 

In other business at the July 24 meeting, 
the township board: 

e Approved first-quarter budget 
adjustments as recommended by Finance 
Director Scott Holtz. The adjustments 
included creation of the Parks and Rec fund 
to separate their cash and activity from the 
general fund to present a true balance for 
the general fund; general clean up of the 
budget to clean up variances between two 
salary accounts; grossing up of revenues to 
reflect additional dollars coming into the 
township; and grossing up of expenditures 
to reflect what extra expenditures were 
approved by the budget (Willis Road Sewer 
Repairs, HVAC, Board Room Upgrades) 
and give an accurate picture of additional 
approved expenses; 

e Approved a private fireworks display at 
9:30 p.m., Aug. 11, at the home of trustee 
candidate Tim Rush, 28941 Martinsville 
Rd., New Boston, provided by Angry Tiger 
Fireworks, LLC. Police and fire have been 
notified; 

e Approved the resignation of Officer 
Michael Lezotte from the police 
department with regrets. Officer Lezotte, 
who had served on the Rockwood Police 
Department, was hired in March to fill the 
vacancy created when Officer Danielle 
Buccellato was fired; 

e Approved promoting Fire Lieutenant 
Walt Thompson to Captain and Fire 
Fighters Jamie Krushlin and Jamie Goode 
to Lieutenants. Lt. Goode’s grandmother, a 
longtime Sumpter resident, pinned the new 
badge on her grandson; 

e Heard Clerk Esther Hurst announce 
that absentee ballots for the Aug. 7 primary 
election are now available. She reminded 
voters that Precinct #5, previously at Bessie 
Hoffman School, is now at the community 
center. Also, there are openings for election 
inspectors at a pay of $10 per hour; 

e Heard Toni Clark report on her efforts to 


get more information on the FAA’s change 
in air routes over Sumpter Township that 
is making the township noisier. She said 
she talked to a lady in Washington, D.C. 
and is expecting a call back from a federal 
government assessment person. She said 
335 Sumpter residents are impacted. She 
said she had hydraulic fluid all over her 
deck four years ago and two people from 
Willow Run Airport came over to look at it. 
They said there was no way to identify the 
plane. They told her a plane may have to 
drop something to get to the airport safely. 
She said Sumpter is not only affected by 
noise, but by this falling out of the sky. 
Clark said they told her public officials 
were informed of the FAA proposed 
changes and they will send her names of 
those who came to meetings on the FAA 
changes, which started in 2015. “I will be 
diligent on this,” Clark said. She said she 
was alerted to the change in routes by a 
story in the July 5 Independent; 

e Heard 40-year Sumpter resident Joyce 
Phillips ask about the township seeking a 
parks grant for a dog park. “I was sucked 
in by a little puppy in February,” she said. 
“I had just put down my little Corgi.” 
Supervisor John Morgan asked, “What’s a 
dog park? I don’t know what it is.” Phillips 
said it’s not a new thing and she has heard 
about it for years. She said people who 
don’t have fenced yards, like her, take their 
dogs to a fenced-in area where they can 
run and play with other dogs. Supervisor 
Morgan asked her to leave her telephone 
number so the township can look into it. 
“It’s a growing thing. I’ve seen it in several 
communities,” Phillips said; 

e Heard Ronald Barrington Robinson 
say he hopes new people are elected to the 
board who will cancel the opt-out insurance 
scam, with board members getting from 
$100 to $1,200 a month for opting out of 
insurance. “This is not political,” he said. 
He said allegedly tens of thousands of 
taxpayer dollars are being misappropriated. 
“Why are so many families packing up and 
moving away?” he asked. “There is blight 
everywhere,” he said, demanding that 
Supervisor Morgan resign immediately for 
the sake of the township; 

e Heard Lydia Graber talk about a green- 
colored letter she held up that she got in 
her mailbox. She said around election 
time someone is making up lies. She said 
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the letter said Jay Bardell is a horrible 
person and Ron Robinson lives in a trailer. 
“What’s wrong with that?” she asked. “Try 
to get along.” She said the letter said the 
John Morgan Team is wonderful. Graber 


said she has lived next door to Jay Bardell 
and his wife for many years and they are 
wonderful people and Jay helps remove 
their snow. “May the best man win.”

Since Van Buren Township’s new lakeside 
ordinance has gone into effect, it’s a bit 
more complicated to replace structures in 
need of repair on the township’s property 
next to Belleville Lake. 

At its July 25 meeting, the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission 
considered the request of Brighton Building 
Company to remove and reconstruct a set of 
existing stairs at Bayshore Condominiums. 

As this property is used for multiple 
family residential, the zoning designation 
would be under the Non-Single Family 
Residential (BLB) district standards which 
allows for stairs located on the township 
lake property as a use subject to planning 
commission approval. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development, prepared a 
three-page report on the request and then 
recommended approval. The commission 
voted unanimously to approve the staircase. 

Part of the packet of information given 
to the commissioners was a required 
hold-harmless agreement allowing use 
of township property signed by John 
Cothorn, president of Bayshore North 
Condominiums. 

Presenting Bayshore’s project to the 
planners was Kurt Harvey of Brighton 
Building Company of Lakeland, MI. 

Harvey said the stairway is to have access

to the waterfront as part of Bayshore’s 
master plan. He had done several projects 
at Bayshore in the past and this is the first 
under the new ordinance. 

Estimated price of the 5’ wide, 45’ long 
wooden stairway with handrails is $15,936. 
There is an upper starting platform, a mid- 
way landing, and 25 steps. The project 
location is at Building #1 on the waterfront 
between rows of bushes. 

Akers said the current dock cluster which 
is adjacent to the condominiums is in 
excess of 400’ in length. There is one other 
stairway on this cluster of docks, but per 
the plans it is located on the far southern 
end. The proposed replacement of the 
stairs is located on the northern end of this 
dock cluster. 

Based on the large length of the dock 
replacing the stairs in the existing location 
is not unreasonable but is reasonably 
necessary to access the dock cluster on the 
north side. 

He said under the ordinance, the 
maximum allowed lot coverage for the 
frontage is 60% in the BLB district. The 
approximate width of docks and stairwells 
is 230’ and the approximate frontage 
amount is 1,840’, making a lot coverage of 
about 12.5%. This makes it compliant with 
the ordinance.
